A SKELETON UNEARTHED. 


Believed to Be the Remains of Thomas 
Scott, the Victim of Louis Riel, 


The other evening one of Mr. D. B. 
Mcliroy’s men in digging the trench for 
the woudea pipes in which the telephone 
wires are to ve jaid across Main Street. 
Winnipeg, ard along the south cide of 
Portage Avenue to Fort Street, threw up 
some bones, which soon began to excite 
the curiosity of spectators. Among those 
wio happened to ba in the vicinity were 
two old timers, Mr, Robert Patterson, 
who kept a store on the north side cf 
Portage Avenue in the early days, and 
Sheri! Inkster, who was born a Mani- 
tuban, or would bave been if the province 
had coue into existence goon enough. 
‘The incidents of the firet Riel rebe!{.on 
are still fresh in the memones of tnese 
gentiemen; though there have been 
quesiions which tney, like other people, 
have never becn able to answer. One 
mystery, whicn has been preity nearly 
given up as past the probability, if not 
the poszibility of solution, bas been the 
query, what vecame of the body of Thos. 
Scott, who was snot in 1870, and was 
supposed to have been buried within the 
inciosure of Fort Garry. During Gov- 
ernor Archibaid’s time the grave wag 
opened, and the coflin was fonud, but it 
wes euply., Tne yaestions, who removed 
Scott's pudy, aud to what piace was it 
taken!’ have always detied research, 

Tieorles have, nevertheless, been 
maintained, and one of these now ap- 
pears tO t_e gentieman who has he'd 1f. 
to have received strong confirmation. 
Mr. Patterson, whose name has just been 
nientioned, has all along connected the 
disappearance of Scotts body with the 
propnetors of a saloon of thore pioneer 
days, which was knuwn as the Red 
Satoun, and which stood on the south 
side Of what is now Mortage Ave, ab the 
Jinciicn with Main street. ‘he site of 
tne building is now included in Portage 
Ave., the xgtreet haylpg since been 
widesed in that pan; and the trench 
Which 1g now being dug pagses through 
che identice| spot. Loe proprietor of 
the Rad Sajooi at the tine referred to 
Was amnau kiowi by the name of Bob 
O' Lone; he was afterwards killed in a 
druvken row in Pembina. ©O' one is 
credited with having been a Fenian and 
an annexationist, and one of those who 
were really to blame for the disturbances 
rather than the French haifbreeas, Me. 
Patterson considers O' Lone to have had 
more to do than Rtel himself with the 
murder of Scott, and by nataral inference 
inure likely than anybody eise, to have 
been Concerned in making away wiih the 
body. His theory then 1s that Scott's 
vody Was stolen. taken to the Red Saloon 
and buried there; ie was therefore dis 
posed to say witnout hesitation that the 
skeleton found Was, without Conbs that 
of Pos, Seoul, Suerit! Lokster appeared 
to agree fully with Mr. Pattersoa’s view, 
aud to encorse his narrauon of the facts. 

Unfortuuately the chance gf identi- 
lication of the remains are by LO means 
hopeful. Ibe body was interred wishout 
4 collin or box, and there wags no trace 
of clothing or eflecis remaining.  Evi-

Philadelphia Record: A French en 
gineer proposed last year to the directors 
of the international exposition to be 
given in the Frenen capital in the year 
lie), the digging of a hole to the depib 
of one mile. Tne idea was favorably re 
ceived, bul on in vestigation, magnitude the 
of the undertaking became so apparent 
that the idea has been dropped. [ft will 
therefore be necessary for thoae who de- 
sire w descend a mie into the bowels of 
the earth. to come to Calumet, for no- 
where elise on earth are there available 
openings of such depth Within less than 
a mile ofeach other inthis mining town 
there are three vertical shafts, each near- 
ly one mileindepth. Tbedeepest of this 
trio is the Red Jacket shafi of the Calu- 
met and Hecla copper mine, which has 
reached its fall depth of 4°00 feet. Five | 
Eiffel towers could be dropped down this | 
hole were it wide enough, and the top of | 
the tufth wonla reach above surface only | 
to sucha height as wonid allow it to be) 
easi.y covered by the steel shaft house | 
now being built over this monstrous | 
hole. 

This shaft was begun in 18S and it hag | 
taken seven {nll years to sink it. showing 
an ayerage progres: of 700 feet annually, 
nearny alloi which Las been in bine trap 
rock, one of the most refractory of min- 
erals, The congiomerate carrying copper 
was the bed of an ancient sea, and ia 
composed of pebbles and gravel worn by 
the action of the water, such as are seen 
on sea beaches or lake shores, cemented 
into a solid mass by cale and silica. By 
the percolation of the waters and the de- 
composition of certain constituents of 
the rock little cavities were formed in 
which were deposited smal! nodnles of 
copper by the water. 

The Red Jacket shaft is tifteen and one- 
half by twenty five feet in size inside of 
the timber, and contains six compart- 
ments, being fully eanal in workine ca- 
pacity tohalfa dozen mining shafte of 
ordinary size. The shaft is solidly tim- | 


bered, he adamantine firmness of the 
rock renders it secnre for all time ta 
come, the timbering being merely to 


carry the trattic of man and mineral, of 
water and electricity, which surges be- 
tween the sunlight and the bottom.

There are fire alarm 
wires too, for the Calumet and Hecla 
spares no cost to make its employees as 
cafe as skill and lavish ontlay of money 
can render them. 

Phe einking of this shaft possesses deep 
interest from a scientific standpoint, Ob- 
servers ascending to great heights in bal- 
ioons have been able to secure data of 
surpassing importance regarding meteor- 
ological conditions, and observations 
made at the depth ofa mile afford posi- 
tive information.
